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The Preacher’s Wife | 


NOWING THE PERIL of loneliness and 

K the frailty of aloneness, Christ sent His dis- 

ciples out two by two. In this way His min- 

isters would have a companion in time of distress 

and difficulty or in times of victory and achieve- 

ment. Each companion would give the other balance 
and strength. 

When Adam was lonely in the Garden of Eden, God 
created Eve from his side to be a helpmate to him. 
That means simply that she was an assistant, suffi- 
cient for his human needs. 

It is a happy circumstance when we see these 
two examples united today. The best companion and 
the best assistance that a Christian minister can have 
is a good wife. She has within her power the ability to 
help him become a greater workman for God, but con- 
versely she could render her husband ineffective and 
unsuccessful in divine labor. How fortunate is the 
minister who has as his companion a wife who under- 
stands his calling, strengthens him in his labors, buoys 
him up in her prayers, and is a credit to his name. 
It is high time that proper credit be given to these 
unknown, unsung, and unobtrusive heroines in the 
cause of Christ. 

It goes without saying that not all preacher’s wives 
are good at their tasks, just as not all preachers are 
good at theirs. Some are brazen and forward, fre- 
quently taking upon themselves matters that are not 
theirs. Some are complaining and demanding, resent- 
ful of their life and its requirements. Some are dis- 
interested and useless concerning the work their hus- 
bands do for Christ. These are a weight and incum- 
brance to their preacher husbands. Happily, however, 
these are in great minority and are far outnumbered 
by their sisters who are worthy of all the honor that 
we can give them. 

Actually, a good preacher’s wife is quite an extra- 
ordinary person, in some ways even more so than her 


husband. His is a high and holy calling, etched on his | 
heart by the Spirit of God. Compulsion and obligation 


are laid upon him, and these have their recompense 
in certainty and satisfaction with the discharge of 
duty. He is a champion among men as God speaks to 
him in his private chamber, and he speaks to the 
people. It is not always so concerning the companion 
who stands at his side. 

Consider this unusual and worthy person for a mo- 
ment. Unlike the wife of a doctor, or a mechanic, or 
a miner, or a judge, or a lawyer, the preacher’s wife 
cannot be disassociated from her husband’s work, for 


there are contributions to that work that she alone 
can make. Yet she must toil, knowing that it was her 
husband and not herself who was assigned to the 
parish or called by the church. Her labor is without 
assignment and without recompense. 

The preacher’s wife must suffer every privation, 
every intrusion into her own life and be subject to 
every criticism that her husband is subject to, with- 
out ever feeling the divine call that has made him 
willing to bear all things for Christ. 

Without the sense of necessity that has been laid 
upon him, she must be willing to sacrifice as much 
as he, endure as much as he, labor as much as he, 
and become a spectacle to the world even as much as 
he. 

Without feeling the divine call of God in her own 
heart, she must be willing to go as if she were called. 
She must trust the leading of her husband as he 
pulls up roots at one place, and moves on to another. 
To distant regions or distant lands; to new people 
and new circumstances; to new problems. and new 
tests. He follows the direction of Christ, but she can 
follow only her husband. 

She must stand beside her husband in prayer and 
travail of tears. He is the champion of God, and she 
only the helpmate. Yet she must hold up his hand 
and be a strength to him when he is weak and down- 
cast. The church may see her husband only when the 
anointing of God is upon him; when he has the an- 
swer to problems, the solutions to difficulties, the 
word of the Lord. She must see the priest when he 
is discouraged, downcast, or distraught; groping for 
divine will, searching for the light, praying for the 
way. Others may see the anointed giant of God, but 
she sees the weak mortal who is mere man until the 
divine spark is struck. She must know and under- 
stand, she must rejoice and have her heart lifted up 
as she watches the frail mortal transformed by the 
divine touch into a towering oracle of God. 

Without a doubt, God must use the same care and 
wisdom in the choice of his preacher’s wives as He 
does in the preachers themselves. He recognizes their 
problems and their situation, and somehow He must 
give them honor. So should we honor them, for they 
are worthy. Without call, without appointment, with- 
out praise, without recognition, without compulsion, 
and frequently without notice they do their labor of 
love for Christ and for the church. The world, the 
church, and especially their husbands, have been 
made better because of them.

NE COMMENTATOR has 


said: “As we know there- 

fore what God requires of 
man, because we are favored with 
His revelation, we persuade men 
to become Christians, and to labor 
to be acceptable to Him, because 
they must all stand before the 
judgment seat. If they receive not 
the grace of the gospel here, they 
must there give their accounts with 
sorrow and not with joy. In short, 
a man who is not saved from his 
sin in this life will be separated 
from God and the glory of His 
power in the world to come.” 


It is great to be a soul-winner. 
“He that winneth souls is wise” 
(Proverbs 11:30). We cannot drive 
men to accept Christ as their own 
and personal Saviour, but we per- 
suade them. Those possessed with 
a driving disposition, when it comes 
to winning souls for Christ, accom- 
plish little; those who are pos- 
sessed with the spirit of love and 
persuasion accomplish much. There 
is a vast difference between driving 
and persuading. Jesus never drove 
anyone to repentance nor into ac-

cepting Him as Lord and Saviour. 
He appealed to them through His 
marvelous love and goodness to 
turn from their sinful ways; he 
stood before them as their com- 
passionate Redeemer.

PROPHECY

In that day shall there be a highway 
out of Egypt to Assyria,” Isaiah 19:23. 


the same definition, that is, 

“an improved river or arti- 
ficial waterway for ships and 
boats.” History refers to this water- 
way as the Suez Canal, but the 
prophet refers to it as the channel 
of Egypt. Suez, a city of Egypt 
with a population of about 50,000, 
is located at the dead end of the 
Red Sea. The Red Sea is a large 
extension of water from the Indian 
Ocean and runs along the edge of 
Egypt to the city of Suez. From 
this point to the Mediterranean Sea 
is a distance of about one hundred 
three miles. From the end of the 
Red Sea there was a river which 
flowed into lakes and on into the 
Mediterranean. 

In the year 1866 a French engi- 
neer with the help of a few nations 
developed this river into the Suez 
Canal. The channel and the Red 
Sea opened a waterway from the 
Great Sea to the Indian Ocean. 
The canal was to be an interna- 
tional waterway for the purpose 
of serving the whole world. Some 
nations by passing through the 
canal can save up to six thou- 
sand miles and several days of 
traveling on a single journey. It 
is true that Egypt had a small 
financial investment in developing 
the Suez Canal, but in the years 
that followed, the nation was on 
the verge of bankruptcy and sold 
her shares in the canal to Britain. 

Although built by the French and 
paid for by other nations, in 1956 
the Suez Canal was claimed and 


(ine sam AND CANAL have 


seized by Nasser, the ruler in Egypt. 


“In that day the Lord with his 
sore and great and strong sword ... 
shall slay the dragon that is in 
the sea” (Isaiah 27:1). During the 
terrible bloody battle God will re- 
store Israel. “He shall cause them 
that come of Jacob to take root: 
Israel shall blossom and bud, and 
fill the face of the world with 
fruit” (Isaiah 27:6). “By this there- 
fore shall the iniquity of Jacob be 
purged; and this is all the fruit 
to take away his sin” (Isaiah 27:9). 
“It shall come to pass in that day, 
that the Lord shall beat off from 
the CHANNEL OF THE RIVER unto 
the stream of Egypt, and ye shall 
be gathered one by one, O ye child- 
ren of Israel ... and shall worship 
the Lord in the holy mount at 
Jerusalem” (Isaiah 27:12, 13). 


“Son of man, set thy face 
against Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and prophesy against him, and 
against all Egypt: ... Behold, I am 
against thee, Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, the great dragon ... which 
hath said, My river is mine own, 
and I have made it for myself” 
(Ezekiel 29:2, 3). “Therefore thus 
saith the Lord God; Behold, I will 
bring a sword upon thee, and cut 
off man and beast out of thee .. 
because he hath said, The river is 
mine, and I have made it” (Ezekiel 
29:8, 9). Then Ezekiel 29:21 says, 
“In that day will I cause the horn 
of the house of Israel to bud.” 
Observe how this prophecy runs 
parallel with that of Isaiah 27. 


Isaiah said, “his sore, great and 
strong sword”; Ezekiel said, “I will 
bring the sword against him and 
cut off man and beast.” Isaiah 27 
records, “shall slay the dragon that 
is in the sea”; Ezekiel 29 says that 
the great dragon is the king of 
Egypt. Isaiah 27 says, “He shall 
cause them that come of Jacob to 
take root: Israel shall blossom ... 
and: fill the face of the world with 
fruit”; Ezekiel 29 says, “In that 
day will I cause the horn of the 
house of Israel to bud.” This refers 
to the millennium, the thousand 
years of peace on earth, when Israel 
will enjoy a glorious kingdom un- 
der her King, the Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. 


IN Ezekiel 31:2, 4, we 
see that it was through the waters 
and the deep sea that the king of 
Egypt was made great and set upon 
high. This exalted position caused 
him to challenge the nations for 
power in both the land and the 
seas. With this thought in mind 
let us read Ezekiel 32:2: “Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, . . . Thou art like 
a young lion of the nations, and 
thou art as a whale in the seas; 
and thou camest forth with thy 
rivers, and troubledst the waters 
with thy feet, and fouledst their 
rivers.” Notice the expression “their 
waters.” He had just referred to 
the nations, which proves that the 
Red Sea and Canal belong to the 
nations of the earth. In Ezekiel 32: 
7, he said, “And when I shall put 
thee out, I will cover the heaven, 
and make the stars thereof dark; 
I will cover the sun with a cloud, 
and the moon shall not give her 
light.” 

In Exodus 10:21 we are told that 
when God delivered Israel from 
Egypt’s bondage, it was during 
great tribulations. Ten plagues had 
fallen upon the land. One of the 
plagues was darkness so dark that 
one could feel it, but even in the 
land of Goshen, as it is recorded, 
there was light in all the dwellings 
of the children of Israel. When the 
wrath of God during the great 
tribulation is falling upon Egypt 
and the rest of the world, the 
saints will be yonder at the mar- 
riage supper. There will be dark- 
ness throughout all the earth but

Conventions in India

for advance planning and 

preparation. The ones held 
in India were no exceptions. Brother 
Pospisil, the Overseer, had made 
the necessary arrangements, ma- 
terially and spiritually, to assure 
success of the meetings. 

Having completed all the neces- 
sary details for the trip—some of 
them tedious—the day of departure 
arrived. Good weather and a 
smoothe flight for the trans-Atlan- 
tic portion of the trip were ap- 
preciated. In London, however, con- 
ditions changed. Motor trouble 
developed just before take-off and 
we were detained for repairs. While 
repairs were being made, one of the 
famous London fogs settled, which 
made flying an impossibility. The 
fog remained for the rest of the

night and until noon the next day. 
One could see a faint glimmer of 
the sun as we loaded on the plane 
at noon the following day for the 
continuation of the journey. 

There was a twelve-hour layover 
in Rome, from 2:00 p.m. until 2:00 
a.m. This time was spent in reading, 
writing some, and waiting. At 
2:00 a.m., we departed for Bombay. 
After flying the remainder of the 
night and until 5:00 p.m. Karachi 
time, we landed in Karachi, West 
Pakistan. The plane was serviced 
and we continued our journey to 
Bombay. Here we changed airlines 
and left for Nagpur, arriving after 
about twenty-four hours’ flying 
time. 

The plane arrived in Nagpur 
about 1:35 am. The Overseer of 
India, Brother William Pospisil, and 





an Assembly of God minister, 
Brother Courts, were waiting to 
greet me. Brother Courts drove us 
to the hotel, where we spent the 
remainder of the night. 

The next morning, Wednesday, 
Brother Pospisil and I left by train 
for Raipur to join Sister Pospisil 
and their son, Frances, for the con- 
vention to be conducted there. The 
train left Nagpur at noon and ar- 
rived in Raipur shortly after 6:00 
p.m. Brother P. S. Samuel and 
some of the brethren met us at the 
station and arranged for transpor- 
tation to the place where we were 
to stay. Transportation consisted 
of a cart drawn by a very small 
horse. Our baggage was loaded on 
and four of us got in. I could not 
help but feel sorry for the load 
that small animal had to haul. 

The convention was already in 
progress before my arrival in 
Raipur, so the spirit of things was 
already in full swing. A large shade 
had been erected on the plot of 
land belonging to the Church of 
God for a place to have services. 


The people were very attentive 
to the gospel. They would sit on 
the ground for long periods of time 
listening to the singing and preach- 
ing. Morning services were con- 
ducted at which time Brother 
Pospisil had a Bible study to in- 
struct the people. These very in- 
structive studies were accompanied 
with the Holy Ghost to attest to 
His Word. The response of the 
people to the preaching at night 
was encouraging. In the services 
the three nights I was there, a total 
of forty-two responded to the altar 
call. 

Thursday noon the Pospisils and 
I boarded the train for the trip 
back to Nagpur. Brother Courts had 
arranged for a union service with 
another Pentecostal brother for 
that night. Brother Courts met us 
at the station and sent our baggage 
to his home until after service. We 
then drove directly to the place. 
where the services were being con- 
ducted. One was saved that night in 
the service. Brother Titus invited 
us to his home for the evening 
meal. We had a fine time of fel- 
lowship with his fine family, 
Brother Courts, and a minister 


from Madras, Brother McCullough. @ 


























The Pospisils and I left for the 
airport shortly after midnight to 
fly to Madras for the next con- 
vention. It was daylight when we 
landed in Madras. By the time we 
had claimed our baggage and rode 
the bus to town, it was breakfast 
time. About eight-thirty we finally 
found time to eat a bit of break- 
fast. 

The convention in Madras was 
a joint undertaking by a number 
of Pentecostal Churches. The ser- 
vices were conducted on a mission 
compound in the city. The taber- 
nacle was constructed of thatched 
palm leaves. The people seated 
themselves Indian style, that is, 
everybody sat on the floor. More 
people can be seated that way than 
with pews. The crowds increased 
each night; the closing night the 
people overflowed the building and 
it was necessary to remove one 
side of the tabernacle so that more 
could be seated and enjoy the ser- 
vices. 

Perhaps we will never know the 
full results of the meetings until 
the day of all days. The first night 
a number of people came to tarry 
for the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
The second night two accepted the 
Lord and the closing night there 
were six who accepted the Lord as 
their Saviour. 

Monday the Pospisils left Madras 
by car to come to Chengannur for 
the beginning of the annual con- 
vention of the Churches of God in 
India. I left by plane and arrived 
in Cochin, where Brother Turner, 
his three boys, and T. M. Varughese 
met me.

AFTER A beautiful 
drive from the airport at Cochin, we 
arrived at the missionaries’ home in 
Chengannur, the headquarters of 
the Church of God in India. Sister 
Turner had a very fine meal wait- 
ing for us. 

The Pospisils had driven their 
car down from Madras. They ar- 
rived about midnight, tired but 
safe after a long journey. They had 
been away from headquarters for 
some time conducting meetings and 
conventions in other sections of 
India. The exhange of reports be- 
tween the Turners and Pospisils 


about the blessings and victories 
were heartening to hear. 

The 37th General Convention of 
the Church of God in India began 
Sunday night, January 17. This 
convention is conducted on our own 
property in Kumbanadu where a 
hugh structure 93 feet wide and 
162 feet long is erected to accom- 
modate the crowds that attend. The 
people had been fasting and pray- 
ing for God to give an outpouring 
of His Spirit in a mighty way. My 
first service was Tuesday night, 
January 19. It was an inspiration to 
look out at a great sea of faces 
waiting expectantly for the Word 
of God. It is indeed a beautiful sight 
to see all the women dressed in 
white seated on one side, and the 
men on the other. This is one place 
where there is plenty of time given 
to the worship of the Lord, and 








there is no evidence of rushing 
the service. 

Most of the meetings are planned 
with at least two speakers for each 
service. There are four services 
daily beginning at 17:30 in the 
morning and lasting until late at 
night. Each night there are two 
messages and the people never seem 
to tire of the services. One does not 
plan a short sermen here, for if 
the message is brief, the people are 
disappointed. I have been enjoying 
great liberty preaching and I have 
a wonderful interpreter, Brother 
Joseph, who works hand in hand 
with me. 

I wish to mention some of the 
outstanding services we enjoyed 
during this convention. Wednesday 
night I preached on the subject, 
“Why Every Believer Needs the 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost.” God 








set His approval on the message 
and a great number of people re- 
sponded to the invitation. God 
poured out His Spirit and when the 
drum sounded to stop prayer, six 
testified to having received the 
Holy Ghost. Friday night was 
another special time to remember. 
Hungry hearts filled the altar to 
seek God. When the workers tallied 
the number of experiences, we had 
great cause for rejoicing. That 
night sixteen received the Holy 
Ghost and one was saved. 

The last night of the convention, 
Saturday, January 23, marked 
another great service. I counted 
seekers kneeling four deep around 
the front seeking God. The Lord 





annointed the workers to labor with 
souls and we experienced another 
great harvest. When the count was 
made, fourteen had been saved and 
seven had received the Holy Ghost. 
How we praise God for such re- 
sults! India still has many hungry 
hearts who long to hear the old, 
old story, and who are ready to 
respond. 

Sunday was a day of great re- 
joicing for this was the day that 
the baptismal service was to be 
conducted. On Saturday night, 
Brother Pospisil spoke on “Water 
Baptism.” God honored the Word 
and annointed Brother Pospisil to 
preach the Word with power. Sun- 
day we arrived at the river ahead 


of the people. The saints marched 
from the convention grounds, about 
a distance of two miles one way, 
singing the praises of God. I heard 
the drums beating and the sound of 
praises long before I saw the 
people. One could not keep from 
rejoicing as the saints came march- 
ing down the road singing the 
songs of Zion. Brother Pospisil and 
Brother Turner baptized the can- 
didates. Forty marched out in the 
river to be baptized. The large 
group of saints then gathered for 
Sunday morning services, where 
Brother Pospisil and I preached 
the concluding messages. 

A brief summary of the spiritual 
results are as follows: sixteen saved, 
thirty-one baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, and forty baptized in water. 
To God be the praise and glory for 
the results of the 37th Annual Con- 
vention of the Church of God in 
India. 

I must say a word about the 
dedicated missionaries who are 
laboring in this vast harvest. The 
Pospisils, Turners and Sister Myers 
are working untiringly for this 
great cause they love so well. The 
field is so great and the calls so 
many that they are not able to 
answer all of them. Pray for them. 
The Turners will be returning to the 
States soon for a well-earned fur- 
lough and the labor on the Pos- 
pisils will be increased. 


A visitor for the first time to a 
Church of God convention in India 
was Brother John Maxwell of 
Australia who has recently united 
with the Church of God. He has 
been working in India for four 
years and is now one of us. His 
presence and message blessed the 
convention. 

Sister Myers was not able to at- 
tend the convention this year. She 
was just getting over a bout with 
influenza and did not feel well 
enough to come. I am sure that 
all of you will remember her that 
God will strengthen her. 


As always, the last service brings 
a tinge of sadness. It was touching 
to see the love and affection the 
brethren bestowed on each other 
as the last song was sung, and 
farewells were said. Some day all 
of us shall enjoy unceasingly the 
great convention in the sky. 


























LAMES OF INTEREST in 
[ewes continue to spread 
and are touching many 
Sunday School scholars and young 
people throughout the Church of 
God. Who can tell what the future 
results of this missions training 
program for young people will be? 
This fact is certain: when young 
people and children become in- 
spired and challenged, seemingly 
no obstacle can prevent them from 
achieving their goals. 

Because some Sunday School 
classes and youth groups have be- 
come Y.W.E.A. conscious, foreign 
fields have been benefited by the 
projects they accepted and com- 
pleted. But of even greater impor- 
tance is the fact that because of 
Y.W.E.A., many of our churches of 
tomorrow will have a more mis- 
sions-conscious membership. 

Briefly, what is Y.W.E.A.? It is 
the means whereby boys, girls, and 
young people accept a missions 
project (usually an inexpensive 
one) for some foreign field. While 
working on this project, their in- 
terest in missions develops and they 
acquire, perhaps for the first time, 
a sincere feeling of responsibility 
towards God’s great missions cause. 
And then that joy of accomplishing 
something worthwhile, so impor- 
tant to children and young people, 
becomes a part of each of them 
when they know their project has 
been successfully completed.

SOMERSET, Ky.—The Church of 
God in Somerset, Kentucky, is the 
oldest church in the State of Ken- 
tucky.

Isaiah the prophet refers to the 
burden of Egypt. “The heart of 
Egypt shall melt ...I will set the 
Egyptians against the Egyptians: 
... city against city, ... And the 
spirit of Egypt shall fail” (Isaiah 
19:1-3). They will lose order, rank, 
and file; they will be so camou- 
flaged that they will not recognize 
one another. The order of the day 
will be a knock-down-and-drag- 
out, kill or get killed; therefore, the 
Egyptians will fight and destroy 
one another like the Midianites did 
in the days of Gideon. “And the 
waters shall fail from the sea, and 
the river shall be wasted and dried 
up. The Lord hath mingled a 
perverse spirit in the midst there- 
of: and they have caused Egypt to 
err in every work thereof, as a 


drunken man staggereth in his 
vomit. In that day shall Egypt be 
like unto women: and it shall be 
afraid and fear ... And the land 
of Judah shall be a terror unto 
Egypt ... BECAUSE OF THE COUN- 
SEL OF THE LORD.” (Isaiah 19: 
5, 14, 16, 17). “In that day shall 
there be an ALTAR TO THE LORD 
IN THE MIDST OF THE LAND OF 
EGYPT, ... they shall cry unto the 
Lord because of the oppressors, and 
he shall send them a saviour, and 
a great one, and he shall deliver 
them.

In that 
day shall Israel be the third with 
Egypt and with Assyria, even a 
blessing in the midst of the land: 





Whom the Lord of hosts shall bless, 
saying, Blessed be Egypt my people, 
and Assyria the work of my hands, 
and Israel mine inheritance” (Isa- 
iah 19:23-25). “And the Lord shall 
utterly destroy the tongue of the 
Egyptian [Red] sea; and with his 
mighty wind shall he shake his 
hand over the river, and shall smite 
it in the seven streams, [seas] and 
make men go over dryshod. And 
there shall be an highway for the 
remnant of his people, which shall 
be left, from Assyria; like as it was 
to Israel in the day that he came 
up out of the land of Egypt” 
(Isaiah 11:15, 16). 

This highway will go out of Egypt 
across the Red Sea and down 
through the holy land, Jordan, 
Syria, Iraa, Turkey, and Iran, and 
across the River Euphrates that 
Shall be dried up (Revelation 16: 
12), on into Assyria, and possibly 
into Russia. And it shall be called 
THE HIGHWAY OF HOLINESS.
